b. unless heretofore or hereafter determined by order of this court to be nondischargeable, debts alleged to be 
excepted from discharge under clauses (2), (4), (6), and (15) of 11 U.S.C. § 523(a); 

c. debts determined by this court to be discharged. 

3. All creditors whose debts are discharged by this order and all creditors whose judgments are declared null and void 
by paragraph 2 above are enjoined from instituting or continuing any action or employing any process or engaging 
in any act to collect such debts as personal liabilities of the above-named debtor.
